Lawton, Okla, March 3—Five per- 
sons were burned to death and hun- 
dreds of square miles of teirltory in 
Kiovva and ComancTie counties were 
swept by prairie 
fires 
yesterday 
Hundieds of people are homeless, and 
it is impossible to estimate accuiately 
the financial loss owing to the wide 
extent of country affected. 


At Hobart, Kiowa county, the fire de- 
stroyed several stables, fifteen 
lace 
hoises, fifteen uesidences, two business 
houses and various small 
buildings 


Also It swept 75,000 
acres of 
goveinment military and timber 
serve and Indian school reserve, de- 
stroying several Indian houses y and 
forty head 
of 
government cattle 
Spreading westward, the flames cov- 
ered miles of the homestead district, 
destroying houses, barns and stock 
Late at night the fire began moving 
southward toward this city. 


A thousand men, working all about 
the city for hours, succeeded in check- 
ing the advance of the line of fire 
Brands fell in the streets and In scores 
of places fires started, but men on 
•guard extinguished them so that the 
city's loss will not exceed $10,000. 
Hundreds tjf people have been driv- 
en from their homes and are reported 
out on the prairie destitute and suf- 
fering intensely in the cold and with 
excruciating pains occasioned by their 
burns 
The cavalry from Fort SHI 
and officers from this city are search- 
ing for missing men, women and child- 
ren.

metallic salts of lead, copper, zinc, 
iron and even arsenic itself.

But- 
ter containing eoal tar dye. Did our 
grandmothers have a breakfast like 
that? 


For Dinner. 
"We have tomato soup containing 


coal tar dye and benzole acid; cab- 
bage and corned beef containing salt- 
petre; corn scallops doped with sul- 
phuric add and formaldehyde; catsup 
with coal tar and benzole acid; can- 
ned peas with salicylic, acid; vinegar 
having coal tar dye; baker's bread 
with alum; mince pie with boracic 
acid: pickles with copperas, sodium 
sulphite and salicylic acid with a des- 
sert of lemon Ice cream containing 
methyl alcohol. 


At Supper Time. 


There is found baker's bread with 


the same old alum in it, canned beef 
containing borax; canned peaches with 
sodium sulphite, coal tar dye; pickles 
with copperas, sodium sulphite and 
founaldehyde; catsup and its coal tar 
dope; lemon cake with alum; baked, 
poik and beans with formaldehyde; 
vinegar-with coal tar dye, currant 
Jelly, coal tar dye and salicylic acid; 
cheese with a coal tar mixture. The 
coffee or tea being similarly adulter- 
ated. 


Is. It any wonder that there are so 


muny cases of typhoid fever, dyspepsia, 
bad stomachs and that "tired feeimg" 
generally after feasting on such pois- 
onous foods? No wonder our strong 
and healthy people are stricken with 
all kinds of diseases. Many kinds oi 
food are treated with even far strong- 
er adulterations than I have enumer- 
ated. 


"Foods of many kinds are treated 


with antiseptics wheie 
no coloring 


matter is required or used. Many arti- 
cles of food, however, contain both. 
Antiseptics are used to prevent fer- 
mentation, and like coloring matter 
may be divided into two classes— 
those not wholly admitted harmless 
but 
considered 
useful' are articles 


of food, such as salt, sugar, spices et 
cetera. And so-called chemical preser- 
vatives, the principal ones being sali- 
saccharln, sulphurous acid and. Its salts 
boracic acid and borax, formaldehyde, 
saccharin, sulpuhous acid and its salts, 
and many others. The application of 
these preservatives to food products is 
of comparatively recent, date. A Na- 
tional Pure Food law would speedily 
regulate their use. Formaldehyde or a 
similar preservative is used to pre- 
vent f' rmentatlon and a putrefactive 
process after it is placed on the mar- 
ket. It may be used for arresting de- 
cay In the raw material before being 
used by the manufacturer, or for the 
purpose of disinfecting raw material 
in order that any taint of unsanitary 
condition may be 
sold 
for sound, 


wholesome foodstuffs. This practical- 
ly, is what these preservatives are 
used for, as I understand it. It must 
be remembered that the process of di- 
gestion In the'human system is essen- 
tially a fermentation process brought 
about by a series of enzymes, and that 
any agent that will prevent fermenta- 
tion will also render it indigestible as 
the digestive enzymes themselves are 
powerless during its presence. Chemi- 
cal preservatives affect food products 
to which they are applied, in various 
ways. They destroy and render inef- 
fective any germs of enzymes natural- 
ly contained in the food itself. And all 
of tpese_ changes In the food product 
tend to make it more indigestible and 
for which reason ard not healthy. Pre- 
servatives in food products when used in 
sufficient quantities to prevent fermen- 
tation must necessarily affect the nat- 
ural digestive enzymes of the ali- 
mentary tracts. It does" not seem un- 
reasonable to presume that digestion 
will be arrested in the presence of 
preservatives until the system has re- 
moved them by absorption. It is evi- 
dent that most of the chemical preser- 
vatives are powerful drugs or medi- 
cines, affecting the system In some or 
all of Its functional processes.

Supt. Gastman Furnishes Talk About 


the Summer School Held fay Prof. 


Lewis Agassiz. 


NEWS OF 
THE HIGH 
SCHOOL. 


Supt. E. A. Gastman finished his\ 


lecture on Agassiz, begun a week- ajro>. 
on Monday morning in the aaaemSly 
room. 
Besides the seniors, all of the 


science department 
were 
present. 


Superintendent Gastman began 
by 


saying he would repeat a few facts 
for the benefit of tliose who were not 
present a week ago. 


Supt. Gastman leceived a. circular In 


1873 
saying that Professor 
Lewis 


Agassiz, the great naturalist and sci- 
entist would conduct a summer school 
on the Isle of Penekese, in Buzzard's 
Bay. 
Supt. Gastman was one of a 


select fifty who attended. 
Some of 
these fifty are now the greatest sci- 
entists in the world. 


Supt. Gastman then read Whittier's 


poem, "The Prayer of Agassiz," refer-' 
ring to the occasion when Agassiz re- 
quested all to bow their heads, In sil- 
ent prayer, the first class day. 


The Isle of Penekese contains about 


thirty acres and fs five miles from the 
main land. 
The first thing 
that 


struck Mr. Gastman was the great 
number of toads on the Island. 
A per- 


son could not walk without scaring 
half a dozen out of bunch of grass. The 
history of these toads is curictus. Borne 
years before Captain Flannigan fouftd 
grasshoppers so bad on-, the island that 
he imported half a dozen toads, picked 
Up on the main land and put them into 
his. pockets. 
These toads went to 


the only spring on the island and laid 
their eggs, and multiplied in the most 
extraordinary manner. 
' • 
The island was also noted fop its 
great numbers of birds. These seemed 
to have the island divided into differ- 
ent jurledictiona and, each fctod. stayed 


in its own particular jurisdiction.' On 
the north end was a place a few acres 
squarA inhabited by gulls. These are 
sea birds about the size of pigeons, 
except that the gulls' wings are some- 
what longer than the pigeons. 
They 


lay eggs «very place, never stopping 
to build nests. 
The nests sometimes 


cover the ground so thickly that the 
people on the island^could not walk 
without immediate danger of stepping 
on eggs or young gulls. 
The gulls 


go out over the sea In grdat flocks, as 
soon as it is light. 
They fly until 


some one of them sees a fish, where- 
upon it drops down, disappears for a 
moment and then brings up the fish, 
which it carries to its nest, though 
how it can find its own nest is a 
mystery to Mr. Gastman. 


On one corner of the island, no big- 


ger than the. assembly room, is the 
colony of sea anemories or coral mak- 
ers. 
On another section is the col- 


ony of star fish, the only one for miles 
around, excepting on an island a mile 
anil a half away, where they liteially 
were caught by the tubful. 
Supt. 


Gastman exhibited .1 star fish and a 
horseshoe ciab. 
This last is an ani- 


mdl found along the coast in, the mud 
ou the bottom of shallow basins. 
The 


way of catching these Is curious. 
The 


hunters roll their pants as high as 
possible, \xading in and feeling with 
their feet. 
Mr. 
Gastman 
gave a 


demonstration of how they acted when 
their feet came in contact with u sharp 
spine of the fish. 
This was so real- 


istic that it Caused all the girls to 
emit an involuntary scream. 


Agassiz one said: " "No matter how 


imperfect a specimen you find, always 
retain it until you get something bet- 
ter."' 
Mr. Gristmtin then told about

of military and naval reverses upon 
the Russian 
government, especially 


should they mean, as now appears pos- 
sible, the driving back of Russia to the 
Amur river. 
Important developments 


In Russian affairs of a- more or less 
revolutionary character aie therefore 
quite within the range of possibilities, 
if not probabilities, should Japan con- 
tinue on her victorious course. Added 
to this uncertainty there is the fear 
of an uprising this spring in the Bal- 
kans, the outcome of which is entirely 
beyond calculation; so that the foreign 
situation is far from being assuring.

awakened to take 
either something 


for the cough or a dose to allay the 
fever. I remonstrated with the man 
who had the case in charge and got 
him to ajree with me that a moderate 
amount ol medicine 
and plenty,of 


restful sleep was worth 
more than 


what the schedule 
called 
for—and 


while it may not be due to the treat- 
ment, the patient got well. Too much 
anxiety to cure a sick man is worse 
than not enough, and results in mak- 
ing matters worse instead of better.

to the condemnation of old postal cars. 
This resolution states that the loss of 
life by postal clerks m railway service 
is due to defective cars and the con- 
tinuance in use of such cars after 
same are no longer suitable and safe 
for fuither service. 
The resolution 


piovides that the railroads shall fur- 
nish to the house of repiesentatives 
the numbers of all" postal cars for 
•tvhlch the post office department is 
paying rental, 
in addition 
to 
the 
amount paid for carrying mall, also 
the name of the road and the time of 
service of each car from the date of its 
oiiginal construction. 


Under the supervision of the inter- 
state commerce commission a bill is 
being piepared whose object is to com- 
pel railroads to build shonger pass'en- 
ger equipment. 
It will provide that 


such cars shall be 
constiuctert with 
steel sills and platforms, and such con- 
struction- as Will be in accordance with 
good engineering, and will not be un- 
necessarily expensive. 
It also pio- 


vides that after the passage of the 
measure all passenger cat's must be 
constructed in accordance with the 
standard requirements, and H is in- 
tended to place the enforcement of the 
bill in charge of the intei state com- 
merce commission.

SANTA ANA'S WOODEN LEG 


Will Have a Companion Trophy in the 


Old Catholic Church Bell. 
The story of the capture of Gen. 
anta Ana's .wooden leg by Tazewell 
county soldiers during the Mexican. 
,var has been told-before. The Spring- 
field Register has 'the following con- 
cerning another relic that is to. come 
Irom Pekin: 
. 
"General Santa; Ana's wooden leg, 


which ornaments a niche in Memorial 
hall in the state capitol. Is to haveka 
:c-mpanion. The story of the wooden 
leg is familiar ajid is one of the most 
interesting of exhibits. Its prospective 
companion is a bell cast in. Vallodolid, 
Spain, and captured a few days before 
the leg and by the same Illinois sol- 
diers. 
It was In March, 1846, that 


Company G, of the Fourth Illinois In- 
ftnitry, under command of Lieutenant 
William A. Tinney, father of C. M. 
Tinney, of this city, jumped from their 
boats into the surf, and were first to 
reach the beach In the attack on Vera 
Cruz. 
It was a wild crowd, organ- 


r.ei in Tazewell co.unty. Beside Lieu- 
tenant Tinney, of honored 
memory, 


were Sergeants John M. Gill and Sam- 
uel Rhoades, and a dozen more who 
have, sirtce been gathered to their fath- 
ers. 
This party captured a bell which 
swung In the tower over a Vera Cruz 
cathedral. 
It was about the size of 


a locomotive bell, only wider at the 
mouth and not quite as high. They 
packed the bell in a hogshead of straw 
and directed it to Pekin, where It ar- 
rived several months later. 
At that 


time Pekin had no railroads and its 
traffic with the outside world was by 
steamboat. 
The bell fell into 
the 


hands of the captain of-the "Prarie 
State." 
He needed a bell and mount- 


ed it on his boat where It sounded 
for several years. 
Then one day, the 
"Prairie State" got Into a race with 
another river steamer and blew up a 
little below the Pekin landing. 
A 


dozen people were killed and the bell 
blown • off and into the river, where 
It rested for a couple of years until 
found by a lot of youngsters "In swim- 
ming." 
The next heard of the bell it 
was over a little 
frame 
Methodist 


church. 
After the lapse of several 


years the congregation built a new and 
larger church and,, the bell was sold 
about i860, to the St. Joseph's Roman 
Catholich .church parish, which was 
erecting its first church. 
Now the 


Catholics are erecting a 
handsome 


uhurch building and tne bell will prob- 
ably be presented to the state by the 
congregation."

VITALITY IS LOW 


Much oftho Corn Grown in Illinois 


Last Year is Unfit for Seed. 


ALL SEED SHOULD BE; TESTED. 


Prize Winning Corn is Not Always Fit 


For Seed. 


Albert N. Hume of the College of 


Agriculture of the University of Illi- 
nois in response to numerous Inquir- 
ies as to the vitality of seed corn to 
be used tn -Illinois this spring and oth- 
er inquiries for testing the seed has 
given out the following: 
«u 
Many corn growers, of the northern 


two-thirds of Illinois' are much con- 
cerned about the vitality of seed corn 
for next yean. 
We do not wish to 


become unduly alarmed over the situa- 
tion, but we believe It Is well to pres- 
ent some facts at hand, thus calling 
attention to the necessity of saving 
the best seed that can be found. Near- 
ly all of the leading seed corn grow- 
ers' and dealers report that there is 
much corn of low vitality. . Some of 
them are' not putting any 'seed corn 
on the market at all. 
Others are 


selling with a definite statement that 
its vitality is not perfect. Those who 
guarantee high vitality 
are testing 


practically every year they sell. 
H. B. Perry of Stark county, Illi- 


nois, the originator and 
breeder ,of 


Golden Eagle, states to us that he does 
not feel warranted in selling any corn 
for-seed this spring from the crop of 
1903. 
W. H. Young of Menard county, 11- 


)f his 
So per 


cent for vitality that from his later 
crop was testing not much more than 
80 per cent. 
James L. Reid, the well known,corn 


breeder, complained ot 'the low vital- 
ity of some of his crop. 
: E. EL Chester & Son, Learning breed- 
ers of Champaign 
county, 
IJllnois, 


have sold some corn of high germina- 
tion, but they have been careful in all 
Instances to market the 
best ears 


They state that they find it necessary 
to dlseard-a great many ears from ev- 
ery bushel which would usually be ex- 
pected to go for seed. 
These statements from the most re- 


liable men only reflect the 
general 


feeling concerning the matter In ques- 
tion. Nearly all The corn growers who 
a£tended the late Corn Growers* anc 
Stockmen's convention at the Univer- 
sity of Illinois were <f the belief that 
seed corn of high vitality Is likely tq 
be in great demand. Among this num- 


Hnois stated that while some 
earliest corn tested better than 


class In germination, we find that In 
[eneral the vitality of seed corn from 
Itfferent parts of the state, and even 
'rom the moat reliable sources Is low. 


If, as seems probable, we >are com- 


pelled to select seed corn for next 
spring from a crib 
having 
a large 


percentage of frosted ears or ot ears 
vhlch for various reasons 
will not 


grow,-the question Is what can be 
lone to help Insure our stofad of corn 
'or the coming year? It will hardly do 
o plant seed on valuable land with 
a. certainty that one-fifth 
will not 


grow. The best suggestion the writer 
las to offer to corn growers Is that 
hey make a most careful Inspection 
of corn which they expect to use for 
seed, whether it be purchased from re- 
lable growers or selected from their 
own storehouses. 
' 


We believe it would be possible for 


every ear of corn planted in Illinois 
o be tested for vitality. 
If- an ear 
does not cpme to the required stan- 
dard, it may be possible to discard it, 
thus reducing the amount 
of seed 


which will not grow and materially 
ncreaslng the stand of oujr corn crop 
[he coming year. 
It seems like a 
heavy task to germinate three ker- 
nels of corn from every ear in a buoh- 
el, and yet two or three evenings each 
week for a 1'ew weeks on the part of 
only one person would test 
enough 
ears of corn to plant bis own crop at 
east. The kernels could be placed be- 
tween folds of blotting paper laid in 
a moist box or. moistened between two 
common dinner plates. It Is not very 
difficult to keep track of the ear from 
which each set of kernels comes. One 
kernel Would be taken from the butt 
of the ear, one from the middle and 
one fi'orri the tip. If they all grew, 
the er.r could reasonably be supposed 
to be good, otherwise it sjiould be dis- 
carded. 


Doctor C. G. Hopkins of our uni- 


versity suggests the Idea to the writer. 
He Is employing It in testing seed corn 
which he expects to plant on his own 
farm in souihern 
Illinois. If these 


men can afford to test every ear of 
corn they use for seed, tbe same may 
at least be worth suggesting to farm- / 
era In general who are 
anxious to 


know what kind of corn they arc go- 
Ing to plant.

New London, Conn., March 2—Cor- 
poral Thomas O'brien, Privates Morris 
O'Connor and John Reynolds, members 
of the 100th company coast artillery, 
at Port Terry, Plumb Island, are dead 
and Privates John Waltham and Will 
Harrington are confined to the hospi- 
tal in a precarious condition. The men 
were poisoned by drinking wood alco- 
hol. 
Proprietor Piskell of the military 
barber shop at which place the men 
secured the alcohol, is under 
arrest 


pending an investigation. According 
to a story told by a non-commissioned 
officer, the men obtained a quantity 
of liquor Monday in some manner un- 
known to the officers at the post and 
after it had been consumed the men 
desired to get another supply. 
They 
visited Piskell's barber shop to secure 
the alcohol. Piskell told them wood 
alcohol was deadly poison. The sol- 
diers seemed to take this as a joke and 
later managed to secure the 
poison. 
They all drank of the liquor and in a 
short time were taken sick with the 
result as above stated.

Judge Burroughs Renders a Decision 


Adverse to Hsmlin. 


Springfield,. March 2—Judge Bur- 
roughs of the St. Clalr county circuit 
court has rendered a decision in fa- 
vor of certain insurance companies, in 
the case brought against the \com- 
panies by Attorney General Hamlin, 
charging them with forming a com- 
bine to keep up rates. One hundred 
and twelve companies had employed 
what they called a "compact mana- 
ger." Hamlin askefl that the compan- 
ies be restrained from combining to 
fix rates. The defendant claims 
the 
agreement was local and that the per- 
sons insured were benefltted by it and 
also denied they were acting in re- 
straint of trade and alleging the com- 
pact manager simply reduced

czar would approve.

ALEXIEFF DENIES RUMORS 


Says Japanese Fleet as Not Been Near 
Port Arthur Within Three 


Days. 


PFLUG REPORTS ON THE ARMY, 


St. Petersburg, March 2—In a des 
patch to the czar, Viceroy Alexieff 
says: 
"Admiral Stark, telegraphing 


from Port Arthur today (March 2), 
says the enemy did not appear off 
Port Arthur on either Feb. 28th, 29th 
or March 1. 
Reconnaissances made 


by cruisers and torpedo boats over an 
area of sixty miles from Port Arthur 
failed"to discover the enemy's vessels. 
Major General Pflug, Alexleffs chief 


of staff, under date of March 2, tells 
of the Russian patrol having met the 
Japanese patrol February 29th eight 
miles from Ping Yang and forcing 
them to retreat towards the gates of 
that town. 
Continuing Pflug says: 
"The presence of our patrols, 'near 


Ping Yang caused great alarm 
and 
soon the enemy's , sharp 
shooters 
manned the wall and opened fire ex- 
pecting an attack. 
According to their 
report our patrols approached to with- 
in seven hundred paces of the town, 
which they found to be surrounded by 
both old and new ramparts. 
These, 


however, were not yet occupied by the 
enemy and it is supposed the Japan- 
ese have not more than 1,000. ftieh in 
Ping Yang."

nois Central station agent at Galton 
at the time of his death 
He wan 


murdered in Ms own home at Galt'm 
on the night of Sept. 20, 1902 That 
night there was a file nl the vll'agu, 
a barn burned. There was mueh ex- 
citement and all of the people in i 
village turned out to see the Wave. 
Stilllons find his wife went to th» 
fire. On their return home there w is 
an unknown man in the hous». 
He 
shot and killed Bullions. 
The muo- 


derer made his escape. 
There woe 


never any trace of him found. There 
were many theories 
advanced 
but 


there was never anything to suptoit 
them. One of the most unkind things 
ever said was that Mrs. 
Stiillons 


knew who it was that killed h>r hus- 
band and that she was protecting him 
to shield herself. Those who breathed 
the cruel Intimation gave 
absolutely 


nothing to support it 


A few days ago a. letter was received 


by the officers of the Illinois Central 
at Champaign a letter purporting to be 
written by a convict named Ryan in 
the Kansas penitentiary. 
Ths letier 


did not give any of the names, Mther 
of the town in which the killing oo- 
curred, nor of the victim. The Jet-ills 
given are so slmHar to the incident's 
surrounding the murder of Stiillons 
that the piesumptlon Is

convict is trying to desribe that af- 
fair. The letter says 
"I happened to be in a small town 


on the Illinois Central about twenty 
miles south of Champaign, 111., on 
the night of September 20, 1902, and 
while 
waiting around 
there for 
a 


freight train to come through so Ihni 
I could board it, I noticed a bai« wa 
afire in the center of the village. Ev- 
eiybody in the town was excited, as 
fires in small towns are 
uncommon, 


you know, and when I saw a man ami 
woman emerge from 
a house and 


start towards the fiie, I thought there 
was my chance to make a little stake 
on the side and get away fiom liere 
before they returned from the 
fire. 


While I was in the house above men- 
tioned the man and woman, I presume 
his wife, returned and I was caught 
wheie escape seemed to be impossible 
Having no other alternative I diew 
a revolver which I had in my pocket 
and fired at the man. He staggered 
and started toward the 
door, and 
when he entered another room I tiled 
again and left the house. I made my 
way to a cornfield nearby and waited 
for the first train to pass. While ly- 
ing In the field I co\ild hear tne ex- 
citement caused by the shooting, aud 
I knew that I must ^oon get out ol 
that part of the coimto. I boarded 
a tram which came along a -Uort 
time after and made my v»y Into Chi- 
cago. From there I wandeicd thiough 
the west and while In Kansas I com- 
mitted the crime which went 
me 


where I am today, behind the prison 
bars."
